There are more destructive fires here 
than in 'aliy'otljer country in the world. This.is partly due to 
flimsy b'lii'ldihg,- practically every city and town being cursed 
wiilVwhai'-arS'commonly and properly known as "firetraps, 
and added'to tiiis menace is tlie lamentable habit of "American 
careless'iiKS." .The dropping of matches that have not been 
extinguished and of cigar and cigarette stubs is responsible for 
liid-grM:hiaj|)fity..of destructive (ires in buildings .and in the 
wrjods-., -At the present'time there -are undoubtedly many men 
in thevcptintry ready to fire establishments making war muni- 
tions •ajijd-e'quipment whenever the opportunity presents itself, 
and it is: necessary (o stand on'guard against them.
